the clubwomen at their first meeting of the new year Saturday after­ 
noon in the Guild room at St. Luk e's Episcopal church. 
The speak er ex pressed admiration for efforts of Women's clubs 
in co-operating with projects which promote the general pursuit of 
happiness, and said his department is doing all in its power to aid the 


same 
cause, by 
pioviding good 
hunting and fishing. 
And he 
is 
willing to predict 
that 
Illinois 
sportsmen and women “now stand 
at the threshold of a hunter's and 
fisherman's paradise,” provided by 
his department, assisted by various 
sportsmen's clubs throughout the 
state. 
Mr. McConaha said it is the duty 
of his department to 
protect all 
wild game and fish; and the game 
wardens' task is to enforce laws 
enacted for this purpose. Although 
generally resented 
at first, 
the 
speak er believes the codes have be­ 
come accepted and 
are receiving 
co-operation rather than violation,
